REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 





Fellow Citizens: 

Our summer term of school was far above the aver- 
age, but sickness played havoc with the fall term, and 
in many of the schools it interfered seriously with the 
average attendance, the interest, and the number of vis- 
itors. We notice that the Moore, Osborne, and Lower 
Ridge had more visitors than the others, and we cer- 
tainly wish that the parents would visit all our schools 
often, and thus become better acquainted with the work 
of the teachers and children. 

As our school money was some three hundred and 
twenty-one dollars less thanit was last year, and as we 
found it necessary to have twelve schools instead of ten, 
we were able to have but twenty-three weeks of school, 
and for different reasons some kept twenty-two weeks, 
while the Moore had twenty-seven, nearly making up 
what was lost last year. 3 

In the twelve schools, fourteen different teachers were 
employed during the year; with one or two excep- 
tions they gave satisfaction, and in some of the schools 
.most excellent work was done. Good teachers are not 
as plenty as they have been, and, as the standard is 
constantly growing higher, it will be necessary, in order 
to employ only those that are faithful, competent, and 
efhicient, to pay them better wages. 

During the year the village schoolhouse, the largest 
in town, has been thoroughly and satisfactorily repaired, 
the White has also been shingled, making our school- 
houses now in much better condition than they were 
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five or six years ago. It will not require any great 
effort on the part of the district to make some few 
repairs upon two or three of the smaller schoolhouses, 
and to keep all of them in good condition. We do not 
believe in extravagance, but it seems to us that it is 
wisdom on the part of the district to keep the school- 
houses in repair, and the grounds clean and _ neat, 
instead of letting them get in a dilapidated state, and 
having the yards covered with bushes, grass, and weeds. 
The only way that we can derive any benefit from 
the new school law, passed by the last legislature, is by 
uniting with some other town or towns, and forming a 
supervisory district for the purpose of employing a 
superintendent of schools, one half of whose salary 
will be paid by the state, the other half by the towns 
over which his jurisdiction extends. Districts under 
this act shall employ not less than twenty teachers nor 
more than sixty. 

This year one more school, the Cate, has earned a 
flag, and thrown it to the breeze with appropriate exer- 
cises, making, in all, nine of our schools that have 
flags. 

To all who have in various ways and on many occa- 
sions shown their respect and consideration for us while 
in the discharge of our duties, we feel under obligation, 
and we hope that the future care and management of the 
schools may be such as to merit your continued appro- 
bation and receive your cheerful and hearty support.
